The amended Dili was filed Wednesday 
by Mr. Tamhlya. sad tea towns earned 
epreaeeted by Edwta 8. Goodeti 
and Ohaiiee A. Halfpenny, respectively. 
Is opposition to tbs granting of a rule, 
City Counsel Lord of Orange argued 
that the Mil contained no allegation that 
any lrrvparabl ■> mischief la liable to ee- 
aue by tha action of tha defendants In 
dlsebarglng sewage Into the Passaic 
river at all hours of the dsy and night, 
Irrenpvcttve of tbs alleged agreement 
referred to In the bill of complaint, end 
that, therefore, a temporary Injunction 
should not Issue. 

" Fui thei more,’’ Mr. Lord went oo to 
say, "a temporary Injunction should not 
Issue because It would be Impossible for 
the defeodsnti to obey It wltboet creat¬ 
ing a much greater nuisance, sod If an 
Injunction were granted tns Inhabitants 
of Orange, Montclair and BloomBeld, 
numbering altogether 50,000, would have 
oo meant of getting rid of their sewage 
Mr. Lord cited an opinion by former 
Chancellor McGill In the eaae of the 
Attoroey-Geosrsl against the city of 
Patersoa, lo which It was held that 
"pending a bearing In a suit to enjoin s 
city from discharging sewage Into a 
river, an Injunction may be created re¬ 
straining. toe city from Increasing the 
discharge where the potableoeee of tbs 
water Is destroyed sod noxious smells 
arise from the polluted wster, which 
produce geoersl discomfort to the Inbab- 
itaots along the river, but the city will 
oo 1 ! be enjoined from continuing to dis¬ 
charge sewage until It has bad a reason 
able time to provide other means to dis¬ 
pose thereof." 

In reply to s query by the Court Mr 
Lord, after consulting wiu counsel for 
the other defendants, said that he was 
ready to argue the law polata Involved, 
but that he Intended to demur to the 
bill. 

Oo this representation the Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor said be would deny the present 
motion, without prejudice to any future 
application for tte renewal.
